OT every deadly fin willingly committed after Baptifm 


isfinagainft the Holy Ghoft,and unpardonable. Where- 
fore the grant of repentance is not to be denied to fich as fall 





into fin after Baptifm. After we have received the Holy 
Ghoft, we may depart from grace given, and fall into fin, and 
by the grace of God we may arife again, and amend our lives, 
And therefore they are to be condemned, which fay, they can 
no more fin as long as they live here, or deny the place of 
forgivenefé to fuch as truly repent. 


xvit, Of Predeftination and Election. 


| Mireddeatay to Life is the everiafting pi fe of 
God, whereby (before the foundations of the world were 
laid) he Rath conttantly decreed by his ‘counfel fecret to us, 
to deliver from curfe and damnation thofe whom he hath 
chofen in Chrift out of mankind, and to bring them by Chait 
to everlatting falvation, as veifels made to honour. Where- 
fore, they which be endued with fo excellent a henefit of God 
be called according to God’s purpofe by his Spirit working in 
due feafon they through Grace obey the calling: they be 
jultified freely : they be made fons of God by adoption : they 
bbe made like the image of his only-begotten Son Jefus Chrift: 
they walk religioufly in good works, and at length, by God's 
mercy, they attain to everlafting felicity. 
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XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 


TT HE Church hath power to deetee Rites or Cetemonle, 

and authority in’ Controverfies of Faith : And yet 
not lawful for the Church to ordain any thing that is contrary 
to God’s Word written, neither may it fo expound one place 
of Scripture, that it be repugnant to another, Wherefore, 
although the Church be a witnefs and a keeper of holy Writ, 
Yet, as it ought not to decree any thing againtt the fame, fo 

I] befides the fame ought it not to enforce any thing to be be- 
lieved for neceflity of falvation. 


xxt, Of the Authority of General Councils, 


Gas Councils may not be gathered together with- 

out the commandment and will of Princes. And when 

| they be gathered together, (forafmuch as they be an affembly 
of men, whereof all be not governed with the Spirit and Word 
of God,) they may err, and fometimes have erred, even in 
things pertaining unto'God, Wherefore things ordained by 
them a6 neceffary to falvation have neither ftrength nor au- 
thority, unlefs it may be declared that they be taken out of 
holy Scriptare. 








xxi. Of Purgatory. 
Tie Romilh Doetrine concerning, Pungstoryg Pardons 
Worthipping and Adoration, as well of Images as of 
Reliques, and alfo invocation of Saints, is a fond thing vainly 
invented, and grounded upon no warranty of Scripture, but 
rather repugnant to the Word of God, 


xt, Of Miniffering in the Congregation. 


ie is not lawful for any man to take upon him the office 
of publick preaching, or miniftering the Sacraments in 
the Congregation, before he be lawfully called, and fent to |f Pega 
execute the fame. And thofe we ought to judge lawfully 
called and fent, which be chofen and called to this work by 
men who have publick authority given unto them in the | 
‘Congregation, to call and fend Minitters into the Lord’s vine- 
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thority, we may ufé their Miniftry, both ia bearing the Word 
of God, and in the receiving of the Sacraments. Neither is 
the effect of Chrit’s ordinance taken away by their wicked- 
nefs, nor the grace of God's gifts diminifhed from fuch as by 
faith and rightly do receive the Sacraments miniftered unto 
them; which be effeétual, becaufe of Chritt’s inftitution and 
promife, although they be minittered by evil men. 
‘Neverthelefs, itappertaineth to the dileipline of the Church,

xxvit. Of Baptifn. 
BAPTISM s not only & Sgn of protein, and mark of 
difference, whereby Chrittian men are difcerned from 
others that be not chriftened, but it is alfo a fign of Regene- 
ration or new Birch, whereby, as by an inftrument, they that 
receive Baptifim rightly are grafted into the Church; the 
promifes of the forgivenefs of fin, and of our adoption to be

THAT perfon which by. open dananeaton othe Choreh 
is rightly cut off from the unity of the Church, and 
excommunicated, ought to be taken of the whole multitude 
of the faithful, as an Heathen and Publican, until he be openly 
reconciled by penance, and received into the Church by a 
‘Judge that hath authority thereunto. 


XxxIy. Of the Traditions of the Church, 


I is jis not neceflary that ‘Traditions and Ceremonies be in all 

places one, or utterly like 5 for atall times they have been 
divers, and may be changed according to the diverfities of 
countries, times, and men's manners, fo that nothing be or- 
dained againft God’s Word. Whofvever through his private 
judgement, willingly and purpofely, doth openly break the 
traditions and ceremonies of the Church, which be not repug- 
nant to the Word of God, and be ordain i y 
common authority, ought to be rebuked openly, (that others 
may fear to do the like,) as he that offendeth againft the 
common order of the Church, and hurteth the authority of 
the Magiftrate, and woundeth the confciences of the weak 
brethren, 

Every particular or national Church hath authority to or- 
dain, change, and abolith, ceremonies or rites of the Church 
ordained only by man's authority, fo that all things be done 
to edifying. 


xxxv_ Of Homilies, 


HE fecond Book of Homilies, the feveral titles whereof }} 
we have joined under this Article, doth contain a godly 
and wholefome Do@trine, and neceffary for thefe times, as | 
doth the former book of Homilies, which were fet forth in 
the time of Edward the Sixth ; and therefore we judge them 
to be read in Churches by the Minifters, diligently and dif- 
tinétly, that they may be underftanded of the people. 





























Articles of Religion. 





Xxxvin. Of the Civil Magifirates. 


HE Queen’s Majefty hath the chief power in this Realm 
‘of England, and other her Dominions, unto whom the 
chief Government of all Eftates of this Realm, whether they 
be Ecclefiaftical or Civil, in all caufes doth appertaing and is 
not, nor ought to be, fubjeét to any foreign Jurifdiétion, 
Where we attribute to the Queen's Majefly the chief go 
vernment, by which Titles we underftand the minds of fome 
Manderous folks to be offended ; we give not to our Princes 
the miniftering either of God's Word, or of the Sacraments, 
the which thing the Injunétions alfo lately fet forth by Elis 
abeth our Queen do molt plainly teftify ; but that only pre- 
rogative, which we fee to have been given always to all godly 
Princes in holy Scriptures by God himfelf; that is, that they 
‘thould rule all eftates and degrees committed to their charge 
by God, whether they be Ecclefiaftical or Temporal, and re- 
train with the civil {word the ftubborn’and evildoers. 
‘The Bithop of Reme hath no jarifdiétion in this Realm of 
England, 
‘The Laws of the Realm may punith Chriftian men with 
death, for heinous and grievous offences. 
Te is tawful for Chriftian men, at the commandment of the 
‘Magiftrate, to wear weapons, and ferve in the wars. 


xxxviit, Of Chriftian men's Goods, which are not 
common, 
HE Riches and Goods of Chriftians are not common, as 
touching the right, title, and poffeftion of the fame, as 
certain Anabaptitts do falfely boat, Notw.thftanding, every 
man ought, of fuch things as he poffe(leth, liberally to give 
alms to the poor, according to his ability. 


XXXIX, Of a Chriftian man's Oath, 


S we confefs that vain and rafh Swearing is forbidden 
Chriftian men by our Lord Jefus Chritt,and James his 
Apoltie, fo we judge, that Chriftian Religion doth’ not pro- 
hibir, but that a man may {wear when the Magiftrate re- 
quireth, in a caufe of faith and charity, fo it be done according 
to the Prophet's teaching, in juftice, judgement, and truth.
